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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the rejection ground(s) for the final rejection is 
maintained. Applicant mainly argues "Wu lacks any inherent description that the wires 32 support semiconductor die 34." In detail and re- 
stating the last office action, Wu explicitly discloses that the wires 32 are pressed by the second semiconductor device 34 (col. 3, lines 54- 
56), therefore, indicating the wires are holding up (supporting) the second semiconductor device. Furthermore, the instant invention recites 
that the second semiconductor device is supported "collectively" by the wires underneath. Any elements (wires, adhesive layer, the first 
semiconductor ...etc) underneath the second semiconductor have to collectively support the second semiconductor, otherwise, the device 
would not sustain the intended structure. 
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
